Feeding New Corn to Hons. 

The season when new corn will 
be fed to hogs quite extensively is 
approaching, and farmers who wish 
to keep their hogs healthy would 
do well to consider the danger of a 
sudden change ef diet from old 
corn to new, says Wallaces' Farmer 
It is a general opinion among farm- 
ers that cholera comes in with new 
corn and that the cheaper the corn 
the more cholera among the hogs. 
While we do not believe that the 
feeding of new corn without the in- 
troduction of cholera germ will ever 
produce cholera, nevertheless we 
do believe that indiscriminate feed- 
ing will produce something so near 
like cholera that it is regarded as 
the game disease. The corn cribs

n to feed new corn exclusively 
soon as i\ is in hard roasting 
r. Farmers had better buy corn 
at present prices than make this 
sudden change of diet, and hence 
the feeding of new corn should be 
delayed as long as possible until 
the corn is quite frilly matured and 
then begin quite gradually, so 
that the pigs may become accus- 
tomed to the new diot, 

We have spoken about this once 
before, but we think it worth 
while to take it up again, and 
urge our readers to use their good 
common sense and not get their 
hogs out of condition, so that in 
case cholera should appear there 
will not be any unnecessary large 
mortality.— Drovers' Journal.

For the sculptural ornamentation of 
the World's fair grounds and buildings 
an appropriation of u half million dol- 
lars hast been made. The total number 
of pieces represented by this outiay 
will be over a . thousand. Mr. Karl 
Francis Theodore Bitter, Chief of 
Sculpture, has searched out every 
sculptor of note In the United States te 
be represented in the work. The gen- 
eral scheme of sculptural ornamenta- 
tion was passed upon and approved by 
an advisory committee composed of the 
three foremost acuntors of this coun- 
try, Augustus St. Gaudens. Daniel 
Chester French and J. Q. A. Ward. 

The scheme itself Is a poetic con- 
ception embracing In Its working out 
the history, local colur and allegory of 
the Louisiana territory, dividing the 
figures and groups Into four classes. 
The first class are the original owners 
of the soil, represented by the ani- 
mals that roamed the prairies and for- 
ests of the West. Then the Indians, 
or iecond owners, are represented, 
after whom came the hardy race of 
discoverers, explorers, hunters, trap- 
pers and pioneers who wrested the soli 
from the red men. The fourth and last 
owners of the land were the more 
highly :lvlllzed men of France, Spain 
and the United States, the principal 
actors In Its development The Jub- 
ilant character of the centennial cele- 
bration has also been recognized and a 
festive note has been struck in the 
decoration of the

Muca 
of the sculpture on the former will be 
permanent work in niarhU »cd bronss. 
The main entrance will be Hanked with 
two pieces in marble representing 
"!Viilr,r..r* i " b- French, and "Fiiiui- 
ing." by St. Gaudens. Further on in 
two niches will be statues of "Truth," 
by Grafly, and "Nature," by Philip 
Martlny. A large bronze composition 
representing "Inspiration." by Andrew 
O'Connor, will surmount them. Other 
figures representing various art periods 
as follows: "Classic," "Renaissance," 
"Oriental" and "Gothic" will ornament 
the building. 

Festival hall, th» *T a ct center of the 
"picture." will be crowned «vith » !arg« 
group representing Apollo and the 
Muses. The sculpture for the center 
cascade will be by H. A. McNeil. The 
fountain from which will issue the 
waters of this cascade wlR be known 
as "The Fountain of Liberty." Twelve 
colossal groups surround Its waters 
springing from a niche surmounted by 
figures of Liberty, Truth and Justice. 
Liberty represented as standing with 
hands extended pointing to the two 
side cascades which symbolize the At- 
lantic and the Pacific The sculpture 
of these side cascades will be done by 
Isidore Kentl and the torrents of the 
two great oceans will represent the 
sway of liberty extended by the Louis- 
iana Purchase to all the domain from 
the Atlantic to the Pacific 

The Colonnade of States will con- 
sist of 14 seated statues of the states 
and territories embraced in the pur- 
chase ioiiiuiry. inese statues will 
each occupy an ezedra of 100 feet and 
will be colossal in size. The exposi- 
tion management hopes to Induce the 
Beveral states represented to have them 
eventually cast In enduring bronze. 

At the end of the central lagoon fac- 
ing Art hill, will stand the Louisiana 
Purchase monument The monument 
will be a shaft 100 feet high surmount- 
ed by a figure of Peace standing on a 
globe supported by four figures repre- 
senting the East, West, North and 
South. At the base of the monument 
there will be group compositions relat- 
ing to historical episodes of tha Louis 
lana territory. 

At the end of the grand court and 
near the main entrance of the exposi- 
tion, will be a monument typifying 
"The Apotheosis of St. Louis," by 
Charles H. Niehaus. On a massive 
architectural base is a heroic eques- 
trian figure of Louis IX. of France, the 
patron saint of the city, attired In the 
armor of the Thirteenth century. In 
front of this figure are four youthful 
heralds holding aloft the crown and 
cross of the sainted king. At the foot 
of the equestrian statue, seated among 
proper accessories, is a figure typify- 
ing the city of St Louis welcoming 
bar euesU,

These drumfish were 
taken in Sandy Hook bay and 
brought to the city in a fish car in 
tow of a tug. 

There have been placed in the 
pool with the drumfish, says the 
New York Sun, a lot of small 
sharks, including nine sand sharks 
and one little blue shark which 
pevlously had been installed in 
the great central pool. The sand 
sharks are of about the same 
length as the drnmflsh, but with 
their more slender bodies they 
ylook much smaller. 
* The little blue shark here, which 
is something of a rarity in these 
waters, is about two feet long. 
The blue shark, which fishermen 
hereabouts call the Spanish shark, 
is common in tropical waters, 
where it grows to be from 12 to 15 
feet in length and to weigh from 
600 to 800 pounds. The blue shark 
has saw shaped teeth, instead of 
teeth like horseshoe nails turned 
inward, such as the sand shark 
has. 

Only occasionally does a little 
blue shark get as far north as this, 
and but rarely a big one. This lit- 
tle fellow was taken where the 
sandsbnrks, in the pool were ob- 
tained, in Gravesend bay. 



NEW TERRAPIN TRAPS. 

Latest Devicei Mad* of Wire on Line* 
Similar to Eelpot. 

Every season some new device 
is invented for catching or trap 
ping the toothsome Maryland ter- 
rapin, particularly that delight of 
the epicure, the diamond back ter- 
rapin, says the New York Times. 
Over on the eastern shore the lat- 
est device is a trap constructed 
about on the same principle ns an 
eelpot. The body of the trap is 
made of wire and the entrance of 
twine so woven that the terrapins 
easily enter hut find it impossible 
to get out. The trap is then filled 
with bait, for the most part 
crushed crnbs, and set In the 
marsh where terrapin baft! been 
located. The terrapin hunter 
walks through the marsh and dis- 
covers his game by the protruding 
heads, ns the terrapin are com- 
piled to come to the surface to 
breathe. 

Many of them are drowned in 
these traps, and one hunter states 
that he has seen 38 drowned in 
this manner during the present 
Brimmer. A terrapin cnuiioi live 
in one of these traps over three 
hours, and thus the hunter must 
be on the move constantly if he 
would preserve his game alive. 
Terrapin are also being caught in 
purse nets, but these cannot be 
used in shallow streams success- 
fully on account of the numerous 
stumps of trees on the bottom. 

One hunter made a large haul 
with a fyke net some weeks ago. 
He saw a large number of terra- 
pin going up a shallow marsh 
strenm nnd knew that it was use- 
less to follow them at once on ac- 
count of the numerous deep holes, 
which rendered the terrapin prac- 
tically safe from pursuit. He 
therefore stopped up the stream 
with the exception of one narrow 
outlet, in which he placed his fyke. 
Night after night he waited pa- 
tiently for the terrapin to come 
down. At length one night there 
came a heavy rain, and the terra- 
pin came down with a rush, so that 
he caught more of them than he 
had caught at one time for many 
years.
